MR, LANE’S SUGGESTIONS. 


The letter written by Franklin W. 
Lane after the operation which was 
followed by his death has attracted a 
great deal of attention and will as­ 
suredly be the subject of much com­ 
ment. ll was a remarkable picture of 
the mind of a remarkable man walk­ 
ing in the shadow of death. The day 
before undergoing the operation Mr. 
Lane write a letter to Dr. John H. Fin­ 
ley, of New York, now with the New 
York Times, which is also replete with 
interest, though 
of a very different 
sort. This letter is too long for repro­ 
duction here in full. 
Of the two sug­ 
gestions which it contained, the sec­ 
ond is, perhaps, of the greater practi­ 
cal importance, and we print below 
the portion of the letter deailing with 
it: 
“Then I want some one to take over 
another of my ideas—a sort of federal 
reserve board for the good of the na­ 
tion, an unofficial group of men with 
foresight, who could be a spur to gov­ 
ernment and suggest directions; some­ 
body whose business it would be to at­ 
tend to that which is nobody’s business 
and so waits and 
waits until some­ 
times too late. 
Why should we have 
had no plans for caring for our sol­ 
diers as to employment 
and 
giving 
them the right bent on their return? 
“There was not one to concentrate 
attention—the attention of congress 
and the public—on any definite plan. 
I tried it with my scheme for making 
farms for soldiers. 
But congress, as 
soon as it found what I was really agi­ 
tating, passed laws making it impos­ 
sible for me to use a sheet of paper or 
the frank for the purpose. 
I do not 
say my plan was the 
best 
possible. 
Then some one .should have come for­ 
ward 
with another and 
pushed it 
against a congress made up of repub­ 
licans who found that democrats 
would get the credit and democrats 
who found republicans would—hence 
deadlock and a great opportunity lost, 
immediately at any rate. 
“Seers—or 
See-ers, 
that’s 
what 
these men should be—Elder States­ 
men, it you please—independent— 
away from politics. 
“Doesn’t it seem to you that we are 
coming to be altogether dependent on 
the president. 
That 
office 
will be 
ruined; Every one with a sore thumb 
has come into the habit of running to 
the president. 
This is all wrong, all 
wrong. 
He cannot do his job well 
now. And he is only nominally doing 
• 
it— and only nominally has been doing 
ii. for years. But each month seems to 
add to his assumed duties as arbiter of 
everything from 
clothes 
to strikes, 
from baseball to disarmament. 
“I see a tremendous field for a body 
of a few ripe minds who would talk so 
little and so wisely and so collectively 
that they could get and hold the ear of 
the country, governmental and other­ 
wise.”

We do not remember just what was 
Mr. Bryan’s definition of a “deserv­ 
ing democrat” but it is a simple mat­ 
ter at present to define a “deserving 
republican.”

In defining a “deserving 
republican” just now, we forgot to 
mention the fact that a “deserving re­ 
publican,” in order to get his reward, 
must be not only a Wilson hater but 
also a reactionary. 
No liberals need 
apply. 
The 
chief 
reason 
for doubting 
whether Mr. Taft will get the chief 
justiceship is the fact that he never 
hated Mr. Wilson very hard and nev­ 
er sang any hymns of hate against 
him.

But everywhere in Eng­ 
land where Michaelmas is kept a goose 
is sacrificed for dinner on that day, 
and for years and years In Lincolnshire 
and Yorkshire a handful of the farm­ 
er’s each sort of grain was scattered 
in the court or farmyard for the birds, 
so that luck would come to that home­ 
stead. 
Queen Elizabeth was eating, 
you may remember, her Michaelmas 
goose when tile defeat of the Spanish 
armada was announced to her. 
Per­ 
haps Michael’s wings were hovering 
over the sea that day of the defeat 
and that those sizzling geese all over 
England were a sacrifice not made In 
vain. 
And perhaps, after all, these 
customs of cooking gee se ami throwing 
grain to birds are only just because 
Michaelmas comes In the harvest time. 
But It Is nice to think that everything 
with wings Is In some way akin to this 
especial saint.—San Francisco Argo­ 
naut. 


Popular Fallacy to Ascribe to Precious 
Stones Hues That May Be 
Called Definite. 


Story writers talk of the sky being 
as blue *«s a sapphire, or of a wild 
beast’s eyes glowing as yellow 
topaz. 
Most of us are under the impression 
that we can recognize gems by their 
colors, and that certain colors belong 
definitely to certain stones. 
Quite a mistake. There is hardly a 
precious stone which is always true to 
color. 
Diamonds, 
of 
course, 
vary 
greatly. 
The famous Hope diamond 
Is a real and most beautiful blue. 
Green diamonds are found, and oth­ 
ers of a lovely crimson, but these are 
very rare. 
Black diamonds are com­ 
mon enough. 
Kin ck pearls are rarer, but are 
found. Pink pearls are greatly prized. 
One of Hie finest in existence was 
found in a fresh water mussel in the 
Mississippi river and Is valued at $15,- 
OOO. 
Off the Pearl islands, south oi 
Panama, pearls are found which are 
lead-gray and also green. 
Sapphire mines in the Rocky moun­ 
tains produce stones which touch the 
whole color scale from blue and red 
to an exquisite purple. 
In Rhodesia Is found a topaz of a 
most lovely pale blue. Yet the chem­ 
ical composition of the gem proves it 
to he identical with the yellow topaz. 
Tile colors of most gems are more 
or less fugitive. 
That is, under cer­ 
tain circumstances they are liable to 
fade. Take two rubles exactly similar, 
shut one in the dark, and leave the 
other exposed to full sunlight, jim! at 
the end of two years there will he a 
distinct difference between them. The 
one that has been exposed to the light 
will be decidedly paler than the other. 
Similar results may lie observed 
with both emeralds and sapphires. 
Garnets also will turn lighter, while 
In the case of the topaz, sunlight ends 
by diminishing and dulling the color 
of this stone.—Stray Stories.

It Is generally conceded that the j 
Greco-Roman home was the most per- j 
feet type of the antique dwelling iu 
plan, construction and decoration. 
It 
is rightfully considered more richly 
suggestive than any older house forms, 
such as those of Egypt and Assyria, 
but it is not well to infer from this 
that tile latter types are unworthy of 
consideration, for they are confessedly 
marked by a simplicity, dignity and 
solidity of construction and a correct 
use of decoration which, according to 
authorities, give them a high place in 
building systems of the world. 
In Egypt, as in all countries, we find 
that building forms were dictated by 
and adapted to the exigencies of cli­ 
mate. The constructive instinct, since. 
the beginning of tithe, apparently, has 
been strong in the average man, and 
nowhere Ald It impress itself in sim­ 
pler, more enduring and more majes­ 
tic forms than in Egypt. 
Tills is true, despite the fact that 
the Egyptians professed, in view of 
the brevity of life, to consider their 
dwellings as mere “wayside inns,” 
and to regard it, therefore, a matter of 
comparative 
Indifference 
how 
they 
were 
constructed. 
Notwithstanding 
tills attitude as to earthly dwelling 
places, the rich and great lavished 


I wealth upon their palaces arui great 
I houses. The streets of Thebes, Mem­ 
phis and 
Heliopolis were bordered 
with houses, plain and blank of ex­ 
terior, but embellished within with ut­ 
most luxury and magnificence.—Ex­ 
change.

feathery scales. The colors are due in 
part to pigments in the scale*, and in 
part to the reflection of light from 
delicate ridges and striations on each 
microscopic scale.

Text of Proclamation. 
The proclamation follows: 
Whereas, the people cf the state 
of Missouri die, on iUe 2d day of 
November, 
1920, 
by 
their 
vote 
amend the constitution of the state 
and authorize the general assembly 
of the state of Missouri to contract 
or to authorize the contracting of a 
debt or liability on behalf of the 
state and to issue bonds or other 
evidences of indebtedness not ex­ 
ceeding in the .aggregate $60,000,000 
for the 
purpose 
of 
constructing 
hard surfaced public roads in each 
county in the state, subject to the 
further terms 
and 
conditions in 
said amendment are fully set forth, 
and 
Whereas, such 
amendment can 
only be made effective by the ac­ 
tion of the general assembly of the 
state of Missouri, and 
Whereas, the above and other 
matters of immediate importance 
demand the attention of the Fifty- 
first General Assembly of the state 
of Missouri. 
Now, 
therefore, 
I 
Arthur 
M. 
Hyde, governor of the state of Mis­ 
souri, by virtue of the authority in 
me vested by the constitution and 
laws of the state, now* hereby con­ 
vene the Fifty-first General Assem­ 
bly of the state of Missouri in ex­ 
tra session, and I do hereby call up­ 
on the senators 
and 
representa­ 
tives of the said general assembly 
to meet in their respective places in 
the state capitol, in the City of Jef­ 
ferson, at the hour of 12 o’clock 
noon, the 14th day of June, 1921, to 
consider and enact such legislation 
as may to the 
general 
assembly 
seem proper concerning the follow­ 
ing subjects and purposes: 
The issuance and sale of said 
bonds or evidence of indebtedness 
in an amount not exceeding sixty 
million ($60,000,000) dollars. 
The means, 
methods 
and safe­ 
guards governing the expenditure 
of said sum, or any part thereof. 
Designating the roads to be im­ 
proved, and providing for the repair 
and maintenance of such improved 
or designated roads. 
Road legislation generally. 
Legislation 
governing 
primary 
elections and 
tlje 
nomination of 
candidates for 
office 
within the 
state of Missouri. 
The reduction of tax levies made 
by the general assembly. 
Such other matters and subjects 
as may be recommended by the gov­ 
ernor by special message to the 
special session of the general as­ 
sembly for its consideration after 
it shall have been convened. 
The legislature, when convened 
in extra session, can consider no 
subjects except those laid before it 
by the governor. Hyde in addition 
to the subjects mentioned, probab­ 
ly will recommend legislation on 
the following subjects: 
Correction 
of 
the 
amendment 
striking the word “male” from the 
legislation which prescribes no age 
requirement for voting. 
Amendment of the county unit 
law to clarify the provisions for the 
issuance of school bonds. 
An appropriation for the tax com­ 
mission if the budget law is sus­ 
pended. 
Assistant Attorney General Otis, 
in an opinion furnished to Secre­ 
tary of State Becker held there is 
no law creating the machinery for 
lolding the special election in Aug­ 
ust to determine whether the peo­ 
ple want a new constitution. 
He 
recommended that a law be passed 
providing the mode of publication, 
the number of judges and clerks 
and other necessary requirements. 
It is likely Governor Hyde will be 
asked to include this in a special 
message. 
The officers of the extra session 
will be the same as the regular ses­ 
sion, it is expected. 
Sam O’Fallon 
will be speaker and J. Fent Chapin 
chief clerk of the house. 
A. A. 
Zelweger of Springfield will be sec­ 
retary of the senate. 
While the governor can limit the 
subjects of consideration, he cannot 
limit the length of the extra ses­ 
sion. 
The lawmakers can remain 
in session as long as they desire. In 
view* of the absence of any crystal­ 
lized sentiment upon the road ques­ 
tion, it is expected that the session 
will last forty or fifty days at the 
least. 
Whether Hyde will put the ,con- 
solidated bills back into the legis­ 
lature for er-enactment, provided 
democratic officeholders succeed in 
suspending them 
by 
referendum, 
has not been announced, although 
through the publicity department of 
the republican state committee it 
was announced several wTeeks ago 
that this would be done.

Senator Penrose said he person­ 
ally w'as in favor of the department 
of "justice taking over the enforce­ 
ment work,

use of post exchange facilities, mail 
service and club room. 
Each candidate will

‘‘Prior to that time it will be nothing 
more than words, words, words from 
men who, in their moments of candor, 
realize they are attempting to mislead 
their constituents. 
They talk, and no 
doubt will continue to talk, of substan­ 
tial economies effected through their 
watchful interest to the public treas­ 
ury, and analysis reveals in almost ev­ 
ery instance that their so-called econo­ 
mies are but paper and ink and col­ 
umns of figures. They are not reflect­ 
ed in the cash balance of the treasury 
department. 
They are simply and 
solely reductions from the amounts re­ 
quested by the executive departments, 
in technical terms, ‘the estimates.’ ” 
Those who pay less attention to the 
“ words, words, words” 
upon 
which 
the politicians try to feed the public 
and more attention to the actual fig­ 
ures will have no difficulty in perceiv­ 
ing the truth of this indictment. 
The 
deficiency appropriation bill carries 
$100,000,000 and this will bring the 
cost of government for the fiscal year 
ending June 30 up to $6,000,000,000. 
Is there 
anybody 
in the 
land who 
doubts that the cost next year will be 
much greater even than this colossal 
figure? 


A WISE STATESMAN’S ADVICE. 
General Jan Christian Smuts, pre­ 
mier of South Africa, who is a wise 
man and who is considered by almost 
everybody a good man, has contrib­ 
uted some very sensible advice upon 
a question 
which is now 
attracting 
much attention throughout the British 
Empire and considerable attention in 
the United States. 
It is the question 
of the renewal of the Anglo-Japanese 
Treaty. 
General Smuts declared that 
the treaty should be renewed provided 
America could be satisfied “that no 
harm to her interests 
could 
follow 
from its renewal.” 
This, of course, is the same thing 
as saying that, if America cannot be 
satisfied that no harm to her interests 
can follow from the treaty’s renewal, 
the treaty should not be renewed. 
Perhaps it may be argued that a 
practical objection to the course which 
General Smuts advises is the difficulty 
of determining whether or not Amer­ 
ica is really satisfied regarding the 
effect of the renewal of the treaty up­ 
on her interests. 
Of course there are 
some Americans who would never be 
convinced even by the plainest of facts 
that renewal of 
the 
treaty did not 
menace us. 
These fanatics may be 
disregarded. 
The difficulty will lie in 


determining whether the great mass 
oi intelligent Americans, who are ob­ 
sessed by neither hatred of England 
nor suspicion of Japan, are so thor­ 
oughly satisfied of the innocuousness 
of the treaty that 
its renewal can 
never be utilized 
by 
agitators as a 
means of stirring ill feeling between 
this country and Great Britain. 
This is a practical obstacle, but in 
spite of it, General Smuts’ advice is 
good, for it may be taken for granted 
that, when he stipulates that America 
must first be satisfied regarding the 
treaty, he means that she must be con­ 
vinced so completely that suspicion 
can never be fanned again into exist­ 
ence. 
It is to be hoped that only if 
this condition is met will Britain renew 
the treatv. 
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ITALY’S PROGRESS. 
Recent events in Italy have attract­ 
ed much attention, though they sim­ 
ply confirm tendencies which were al­ 
ready fairly plain. 
It was not so long 
ago that Italy 
was 
regarded as the 
worst danger spot in Europe as re­ 
gards Bolshevism. 
She seemed to be 
more than half Bolshevist already and 
there were many signs that she would 
go the whole distance along the road 
to Communism. Then, at the moment 
when a change seemed least likely, 
the pendulum began to swing the oth­ 
er way, and it has been swinging the 
other way ever since. 
The recent events to which refer­ 
ence is made above— the outcome of 
the Italian election and the decision 
of the government to send ’the Red 
Russian commercial mission back to 
Russia— merely provides now proofs 
of how far the pendulum has swung. 
There are men in Europe— men who 
ought to be competent to judge— who 
believe that Italy, which only a little 
while 
back 
seemed 
to be driving 
straight forward to Bolshevism— has 
now gone further away from Bolshe­ 
vism than any other of the European 
countries that took part in the war 
with the exception of France. Be this 
as it may, her history during the past 
two years has been 
a remarkable 
chapter and one which, upon a super­ 
ficial reading at any rate, seems to 
reflect much credit upon the under­ 
lying sanity of the Italian people. 


Leading film producers are pledg­ 
ing themselves that offensive motion 
pictures will disappear 
if 
Governor 
Miller will cease to press the passage 
of the censorship bill now before the 
New York legislature. 
There is no 
other way by which the present move­ 
ment for censorship can be blocked. 
If vulgarity and indecency are not eli­ 
minated from the screen it will be 
only a year or two 
until 
censorship 
laws will be passed in state after state 
all over the country 


“It may be,” says the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger, 
“that the 
days will 
come when President 
Harding 
will 
think of the senate and then recall 
some of the battles that Woodrow Wil­ 
son fought. 
He 
is likely 
to 
recall 
them with much sympathy for his pre­ 
decessor.” Why speak of the future? 
It would 
be 
interesting 
enough to 
know how Mr. Harding feels now.
